FOUR VESSELS 
FEARED WRECKED 


Distress Signals Fill Air 
All Day as 21 Ships An- 
nounce Selves in Peril of 
Storm. 


London, November 25.—(United 
Press.) —Renewed storms beat upon 
the British Isles, the coast of Europe 
and the English channel today, add- 
ing wide destruction to a mounting 
toll of dead on land and at sea. 

Seventeen were known dead in Eng- 
land and an unknown number were 
lost at sea in the three-day siege 
of fierce wind and driving rain, which 
was the second such storm in two 
weeks, 

Four yessels, with crews 
58 men, were missing tonight. They 
were the British trawlers Dean 
Swift, and Forget-Me-Not; the Brit- 
ish steamer Mia, and the Norwegian 
steamer Hiiert. A nimber of smaller 
vessels were wrecked or unreported. 

Seores of traffic accidents were re- 
ported, and a falling tree at Stra- 
bane, Ireland, killed a girl. 

The German sailing ship Pommern, 
which sprang a leak at noon today, 
was abandoned 12 miles off Guernsey 


after the tug Heros had rescued the 
entire crew of 54 men. 

The Pommern’s S O 8S call brought 
a number of vessels, including the 
Cunard line steamer Osterley, to the 
rescue. Other vessels poured oil on 
the rough waves, but a lifeboat from 
the liner Lancastria was capsized 
when it attempted to aid the German 
ship. 

The admiralty mine-layer ~Adven- 
ture convoyed the tug Heros to Dev- 
onport with the rescued men. The 
Pommern was abandoned, 2,376 tons 
Of wreckage floating 12 miles west 
of Guernsey and endangering many 
vessels in that area. 

French Boat Crippled. 

« The Admirai’Ponty; a 6,000-ton 
French vessel, was seriously crippled 
at sea with the steamer Maoris stand- 
ing by ready to give aid if necessary. 
The Admiral Ponty was put out of 
Havre Friday with 90 men and a few 
passengers. The liner Aquitania 
went to assist the damaged vessel, but 
proceeded for New York. 

The cutter Mary lost two men when 
it capsized in the North Sea and four 
other vessels with crews totalling 38 
men were missing in the storm area. 

Wreckage washed ashore and re- 
ports from isolated points continued 
to increase the toll of ships lost as 
many other small and large craft 
limped into French, British and 
Dutch ports. 

Five additional deaths in Britain 
tonight brought the toll to 17 since 
Friday, in addition to the known dead 
and missing at sea an! on the conti- 


nent. 
21 Ships Ask Aid. 


Distress calls filled the air all day, 
with 21 vessels having sent out calls 
for aid. according to Lloyd's lists of 
wrecks and casualties for the week- 
end. The liner Metagama, which ar- 
rived today at Queenstown, Ireland, 

rted that it had received S OS 
ealls from eleven ships during the 
crossing from Cherbourg, France. 

The Allerman liner City 6f Agra, 
a 4,836-ton vessel, sent out a distress 
call about noon Sunday and no-word 
has been received from the vessel at 
midnight. The ship asked for immedi- 
ate assistance. 

The tug Themis was overturned in 
the mouth of the Trent river and the 
mate was drowned. ‘The entire fleet 
of Moth airplanes at Cramlington air 
drome was wrecked. A railroad bridge 
at Kelty Fife on the line between 
Edinburg and Perth collapsed and 
traffic was routed over another line. 

Aquitania te Rescue. 

Passengers on the liner Aquitania, 
en route to New York, were thrilled 
twice as the ship dashed to the as- 
sistance of the Admiral Ponty. The 
liner answered the first S O S call 
from the French vessel, which was in 
distress off Ouessant, France, at 7:45 
a.m. The Aquitania raced through 
mountainous seas to reach the crip- 
-pled ship and had covered 45 miles 
when radio messages informed officers 
that assistance was not needed. 

The Aquitania resumed her course 
‘and two hours later the Admiral 
Ponty renewed frantic S O S calls and 
the liner again fought raging seas 
until within two miles of the French

GOVERNOR TO SPEND 
ENTIRE DAY IN CITY 


Program Includes Stone 
Mountain Trip, Lunch- 
eon and Golf; Anxious 
To Avoid Crowds. 


Alfred E. Smith governor of New 
York and erstwhile democratic presi- 
dential candidate will visit Atlanta 


today. 

Out of deference to Governor 
Smith’s wishes his visit will be de- 
cidedly informal. A visit to Stone 
Mountain in the morning, a quiet 
luncheon tendered by his host, Major 
John S. Cohen, democratic national 
committeeman for Georgia and a 
round of golf at an unannounced 
club in the afternoon comprise the 
program for the governor's brief visit. 

The governor and his party will ar- 
rive in the private car “St. Nicholas” 
attached to the train due to reach the 
Terminal station at 7:40 o'clock this 
morning. Whether the party will 
leave the train before it reaches the 
station was not known Sunday night 
but it was expected that the gover- 
nor would alight in the suburbs in 
order to avoid a crowd at the station. 

With Governor Smith will be John 
J. Raskob, democratic national com- 
mittee chairman; William F. Kenny, 
millionaire New York contractor, and 
James J. Riordan, New York banker. 

The party will be met by Major 
Cohen and ae few close friends. 
Whether breakfast will be taken 
aboard the Kenny car or at a hotel 
was not made public, but it was said 
that the visitors would be taken to 
Stone Mountain over an unannounced 
route and every effort made to avoid 
crowds, 

Desire Privacy. 

“Governor Smith and the men:bers 
of his party desire as much privacy 
as possible,” Major Cohen said Sun- 
day night. “We are going to try to 
steer him clear of crowds as much 
as possible.” 

Friends of Governor Smith here 
said he long has had a desire to view 
Stone Mountain and believe the stop 
here is made chiefly that he may 
have that désire accomplished. 

Governor Smith will come to Atlan- 
ta from Mobile where he spent Sun- 
day after a week's rest at the Edge- 
water Gulf hotel between Biloxi and 
Gulfport, Miss. Since leaving New 
York shortly after the close of his 
unsuccessful presidential campaign 
he has insisted on strict privacy, even 
going so far as to refuse to see New 
York newspapermen with whom he 
has been in daily contact for years. 
But everywhere he has been besieged 
by crowds cheering him as the “Hap- 
py Warrior” he so aptly proved him- 
self in the campaign. 

The governor and his party will 
close their southern trip this after- 
noon, The “St Nicholas,” the pri-

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BLIZZARD IN OHI 
WRECKS 3 PLANES 


Five Pilots and Passen- 
gers Killed in Crashes; 
Air Mail Fliers Lose 
Lives in Falls. 


Cloveland, Ohio, November 25.—(P) 
The blizzard that settled over Ohio 
last night and continued almost un- 
abated in various sections today has 
claimed the lives of five airplane pilots 
and passengers. 


Edwin H. Bassett, 35, a pilot for, 


the Wniversal Air Lines of Chicago, 
his young wife, and Glen R. Butt, of 
Cleveland, a passenger, fell to their 
deaths in a blinding ‘snowstorm near 
Edgerton, Ohio, last’ night. 

And as the blizzard raged with only 


occasional interruption today holding 


within their hangars virtually all 
planes except those of the mail serv- 
ice. two Cleveland air mail pilots 
braved the storm and lost. 

Tilden “Pete” Johnson, 21, pilot 
for the Continental Air Lines which 
carries the mail between Cleveland 
and Louisville was forced to. land 
about four a. m, today in a swamp 
near West Lebanon, Ohio. The plane 
bounded and fell forty feet away in a 
heap of wreckage. ohnson’s body. 
with his hands still on the controls 
was found about twelve hours later. 

Lawrence H. Garrison, pilot for the 
Nationa! Air Transport comeeeny, 
bound from Bellefonte, Pa., to Cleve- 
lani with a cargo of mail found the 
storm impenetrable. As he pa near 
Bristolville, Ohio, Garrison attempted 
to land but the und was invisible. 
His plane crashed and an explosion of 
gasoline followed. 

Johnson’s mail cargo was intact. 
but Garrison, apparently had thrown 
his mail bag over the side. |

U.S. Agents 
Seize Three 


Huge Stills 


One,’25 Miles From Atlanta; 
Was Largest Seen in 
North Georgia. 


Federal prohibition agents operat- 
ing out of Cumming, Ga., inaugurat- 
ed a drive over the week-end to check 
the manufacture and distribution of 
pre-holiday liquor. Three raids late 
Saturday and early Sunday morning 
resulted in seizure of 12,800 gallons 
of beer, 54 fermenters, three metal 
steamers and an_ eight-horsepower 
boiler having combined capacities of 
625 gallons, 

Of the three plants raided, one 
proved to be the largest ever seized 
in north Georgia and the agents nar- 
rowly missed capture of two men on 
the premises. Two federal prohibi- 
tion agents, J. B. Wallace and F. D. 
Clark; a county officer, A. R. Bram- 


blett and W. A. McGinnis, made the 
uninvited visit. It was in Milton 
county about 25 miles north of At- 
lanta, three-quarters of a mile east of 
the Medlock bridge, near the Chat- 
tahoochee river. 

A newly-made road led up to the 
mammoth liquor plant. As the of- 
ficers drove up two men were seen 
to run through the brush. McGin- 
nis was first to jump out of the car, 
and he pursued the fleeing men for 
néarly a quarter of a mile, but lost 
track of them in the darkness of the 
early morning. 

Dinner Ready. 

The raid was so unexpected, the 
fleeing men left behind an untouched 
dinner for the visiting dry agents. 
Coffee was boiling and dishes were 
already set on the camp table. The 
dry agents teok advantage of the 
waiting dinner and had an early 
breakfast. 

Following an investigation of the 
grounds, the officers said it was the 
largest liquor plant that had ever been 
seized in north Georgia. Most un- 
usual. the officers pointed out, was 
the daring location of the camp near 
the main highway. No efforts evi- 
dently had been made to conceal it. 

When in operation, the smoke from 
the boiler was visible on the main 
highway. Installation had just been 
completed and the first turn-out of 
heer was underway. The plant con- 
sisted of an eight-horsepower steam 
boiler with a daily capacity of 400 
gallons, 26 fermenters completely 
filled, a 200-gallon wooden still, a 
force pump, a gigantic wooden cooler 
and other paraphernalia used in mak- 
ing of liquor. About 7,000 gallons 
of beer was found. 

Near the plant was a complete 
camping outfit set up for permanent 
use. It consisted of a large tent 
capable of sheltering four beds and 
had complete housekeeping equipment, 
ineluding clothing, trunks, a large 
stock of groceries and a stove. ’ 

Valued at $3,000. 

The dry agents spent nearly three 
hours in destroying the still, its fix- 
tures-and the illicit made liquor. They 
estimated the valuation of the “find” 
at $3,000. The raid was made early 
Sunday morning. 

Late Saturday afternoon Prohihi- 
tion Officer Clark played a lone hand 
in making two other seizures. One 
of the raids was in Clayton county. 
two miles east of Lovejoy, near t 
Atlanta-Macon highway. At this 
place he fdund a 75-gallon still, 800

New York, November 25.—(Uniterl 
News.)—Safe and sound, Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh left in an air- 
plane for the American border today 
after a week-end of duck hunting on 
a ranch near Tampico, Mexico, ac- 
cording to information telephoned here 
by the head of the Tampico airport. 

For a night and a day Lindbergh 
had been the object of grave anxiety 
all over America because of fear that 
he might have met disaster last night. 

There never was anything more 
than a tenuous rumor, based on an 
erroneous report to cause concern for 
America’s greatest aviator, and one 
of its great national figures. 


But so:great is Lindbergh's popu- 
larity, and such is his importance in 
the news, that the rumor was suffi- 
cient to cause a national sensation 
that would have been much greater 
had it not originated early Sunday 
morning, giving press associations all 
day Sunday to run it down before the 
appearance of further editions of 
newspapers. 

Rumor Started It All. 

Briefly, this is the chain of circum- 
stances which caused newspapers to 
hold emergency staffs all night and 
today; which causé®d urgent 


ngwe: 
flashes te be sent to all corners of 


the world at frequent intervals; 
which kept telephone wires to news- 
papers, press associations and cabie 
offices busy, and which was a topic 
of gossip and conjecture, and the sub- 
ject of hopes, fears and prayers. 
throughout the day. 

Farly today there was bulletined to 
press associations, and relayed to 
newspapers, a dispatch from Browns- 
ville, Texas, from Major Bernard 
Law, of the army airport there, say- 
ing that two airplanes would leave at 
dawn to search for an airplane re- 
ported down across the border. 

The report that an airplane was 
down came from John Hammond, 
meteorological observor at the airport, 
who said he saw a plane over Mexican 
territory, five miles south of Fort 
Brown, in difficulty, its engine sput- 
tering. 

It was added in dispatches that Col- 
onel Lindbergh was known to be some- 
where south of Brownsville. 

That was all there was specifical- 
ly to connect Lindbergh with the 
story.

Sea, November 25.—The gale that tor- 

mente and racked the Maryland for 

the better part of two days struck 
with the unexpected fury of a cloud- 
burst on Friday night. 

Lieutenant Hitchcock, skymap 
among these seamen, was undressing 
in his quarters on the upper deck 
when he felt a preliminary roll of the 
ship and looked out in time to see a 
great wave break clear over his pet 
aeroplane.

Hoovers on Bridge. 

The deck sleepers jumped out of 
bed and ran to gangways and all along 
the line water slipped into the cabins. 

n the admiral’s suite, which Mr.

water taffy. The wind since has rated 
as a moderate gale, though it rose at 
times to the dignity of a full gale, and 
at such times we lived mostly below.

Hears Self Talked About. 

Sunday—as well as Saturday after- 
noon—the crew rests from all labor 
not connected with the maintenance 
and feeding.

Idaho Senator Hotly At-

Washington, November 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Senator William E. Borah is 
indignant at the spy system of the 
department of justice as revealed by 
the congressional investigation of the 
Atlanta penitentiary, and declares that 
he intends to make a thorough study 
of the system, with a view to taking 
whatever steps may be necessary to 
end it. 

“The system of placing spies in fed- 
eral prisons through the preparation 
of false commitment papers is repug- 
nant to every American instinct.” the 
senator declares, “and I can see no 
excuse for the employment of such 
methods. 

“The congressional committee, after 
a thorough investigation of conditions 
at Atlanta, has given Warden John 
W. Snook a clean bill of health and 
commended him for his administration 
of the institution in the face of great 
difficulties arising from overcrowding. 
I am glad to have this report, because 
it confirms my confidence in the war- 
den which was based upon his suc- 
cessful administration of the Idaho 
state penitentiary for a number of 
years. 

“In the face of this report,” the 
Idaho senator continued, “I am at a 
loss to understand the motives which 
could have inspired the planting of an 
undercover agent in that institution 
under false commitment papers. Nor 
can I understand how this could have 
been effected without violation of the 
federal statutes. The department of 
justice has no more right to falsify 
official documents than a private citi- 


zen. 

“There should be a thorough investi- 
gation of the alleged planting of spies 
in federal institutions so as to fix 
definitely the responsibility for any 
abuses that may have occurred and 
point the way for preventing the use 
of such methods in the future. 

“I shall reserve discussion of this 
system until I have had an opportu- 
nity to secure the complete details of 
the methods employed and make a 
study of the legal situation. When I 
have done so I shall probably discuss 
it at some length on the floor of the 
senate.”

JAPANESE ROYALTY 
VISITS KING'S TOMB: 


Kyoto, Japan, November 25.—(/)— 
The emperor and his court journeyed 
from Kyoto today to the tomb of the 
emperor who is venerated as the 
founder of modern Japan, Meiji Ten- 
no, 122d, of the Sun Goddess’ line 
and grandfather of the newly en- 
throned Hirvhito. ‘This mausoleum is 
at Momoyama (“Peach Mountain”), 
a few miles from Kyoto and one of 
the beauty spots of this historic re- 
gion. Here Hirohito worshipped and 
made announcement of his accession. 

The reign of this monarch, from 
1867 to 1912, covered the period with- 
in which Japan broke the fetters of 
her feudal seclusion and fought her 
way to the front rank of the great 
modern powers. Modern Japanese 
consider this the most glorious era 
in all Japan's history of more than 
2.000 years and the soverign under 
whom the great transformation was 
achieved is honored above all others 
of his line. Himself a man of rare 
acumen, broad vision and strong ¢har- 
acter, he surrounded himself with a 
remarkable collection of statesmen un- 
der whom Japan rose to her present 
rank among the nations. 

During his lifetime this emperor 
was known as Mutshuhito, but on 
his death was given the posthumos 
name of Meiji Tenno, or “emperor 
of enlightened rule” as the years of 
his reign were called and still are, 
the Meiji era. In the same way the 
present Emperor Hirohito probably 
will be known as Showa Tenno after 
his death, as his reign is known as 
the Showa era, or era of “illustrious

But an official bulletin 
issued at Buckingham palace the 
same night announced: 

“The king is suffering from a slight 
cold and some fever, and is remain- 
ing in bed.” 

The bulletin was signed by the 
monarech’s personal physicians, Sir 
Stanley Hewett and Lord Dawson of 
Penn. 

No real public alarm resulted from 
the issuance of this first bulletin; 
but two days later newspaper front 
pages all over the world reported that 
his condition had. become more serious, 
After reassuring bulletins had been

The 
latest bulletin issued on Thursday 
gave the public the information that 
some congestion had developed in 
one lung.

Story of Battle. 


These tWo opinions come pretty 
close to telling the story of Saturday's 
battle in Pittsburgh where the two 
strongest teams in the east, possibly 
in the nation, scored six touchdowue 
in a hard, smashing contest that was 
loaded to the gunwale with action, 

I saw George Gipp run amuck 
against the Army seven or eight years 


ago but even this football magician ; 


had nothing on Ken Strong, the 200- 
pound back of New York university, 
who literally ran roughshod over one 
of the best football teams in the game. 
Gipp was a better passer but Strong 
was a more dangerous runner than 
Gipp with greater speed and greater 
power. He had the help of-a fine line 
with Lassman and Grant at their 
eak, and he had the help of a star 
blocking and running mate in Hill, 
but with all that Strong frequently 
hammered and side-stepped his way 
from 15 to 40 yards where it seemed 
that any one of three or four men 
must bring him down. 
Amazing Speed. 

Weighing 201 pounds, his starting 
speed was amazing and he wove, twis}- 
ed and spun with the agility of a light 
sprinter. And then when the way was 
blocked he struck with the force of a 
battering ram. New York university 
had the better line, on this day at 
least, with Lassman and Grant star- 
ring. New York university had two 
fine ends in Barabee and Nemeck, the 
former making two of the most spec- 
tacular catches seen this season for a 
pair of touchdowns. Both passes were 
thrown by Strong. Strong ran, buck- 
ed, kicked and passed with telling ef- 
fect but his bal] carrying was the 
day’s feature.’ He is about as fast 
and elusive as Grange and a far 
stronger runner, with an extra 25 
pounds that he carries with astonish- 
ing speed. 

Strong’s closest rival was Harpster, 
the Carnegie Tech captain. Against 
a fast charging line and against a fast 
set of backs Harpster completed 20 
out of 27 passes, passes that were ful! 
of deception and thrown with deadly 
accuracy. “It was Harpster’s kicking, 
passing and able field generalship that 
put my team in the hole almost the 
entire first half,” said Meehan later. 
“It was one of the finest exhibitions 
of quarterback work I have seen in 
vears. He kept us bottled up until 
I thought we would never get out and 
have a chance to put on our run- 
ning game.” 

Intercepts Passes. 


Harpster also intercepted two pass 
es and ran them back for many yards. 
Both Harpster and Strong put on a 
kicking duel of high order, where 
length and placement were ably car- 
ried out. It is seldom that one sees 
two such stars on any one field. ; 

Karcis, the big 225-pound. Carnegie 
fullback, was stopped by the weight 
and hard charging of the New York- 
ers’ line, and Rosensweig, who starred 
at Notre Dame, was not in his best 
condition. 

Carnegie ends had a hard time from 
Hill, whose blocking ‘was one of the 
finest jobs of the afternoon, There 
is no question but that Carnegie had 
passed over the peak after four hard 
games in a row, winding up with the 
big outburst against Notre Dame.

WAGES NOW Hilarie 
THAN FOR 8 YEARS 


New York, November 25.—(/)— 
The National Industrial conference 


board announced today that the in- 
comes of industrial wage earners in 
the United States this fall reached 
their highest level since 1920, while 
employment in manufacturing attain- 
{ed its highest point since April, 1927. 

The board’s figures, based on re- 
ports from approximately 1,500 man- 
ufacturing establishments, employing 
about 800,000 workers in 25 different 
industries, indicated that in Septem- 
(ber weekly and hourly earnings per 
worker showed an increase in 18 in- 
dustries with an average increase in 
weekly earnings in the 25 reporting 
industries, of 41 cents over the Au- 
gust figures. 

The report showed 6 per cent more 
workers employed than at the low 
point in November, 1927, and the 
number of hours worked increased by 
10.8 per cent. There was a lesser 


gain in each case over August, 1928. 

The industries in which weekly and 
hourly earnings increased were agri- 
cultural implements, automobiles, 
boots and shoes, chemicals, cotton (in 
the north), hosiery and knit goods, 
iron and steel, leather tanning, meat 
packing, paint and varnish, paper 
products, rubber, silk, foundry and 
machine shops, machines and machine 
tools, heavy equipment hardware and 
small parts.

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INQUIRY INTO VESTRIS 
10 Be RESUMED TODAY 


New York, November 25.—(2)— 
With formal charges that the owners 
sent the steamer Vestris to sea in an 


unseaworthy condition, improperly 
loaded and incompetently manned re- 
posing in federal court files, in the 
first damage suit to grow out of the 
sinking of the vessel two weeks ago, 
United States Attorney Charles i. 
Tuttle tomorrow will resume his in- 
quiry into the disaster off the Virginia 
Capes in which more than 100 lives 
were lost. 

The sessions of the hearing in the 
week just past, marked by participa- 
tion in the questioning of witnesses by 
naval experts representing the United 
States and British governments 
brought out testimony from surviving 
officers of the vessel that subordinate 
officers refused to obey orders during 
the launching of the lifeboats and that 
refusal of the fireroom crew to stick 
to their posts contributed to the dis- 
aster when steam for the pumps failed. 

In the department of commerce in- 
quiry into the last inspection of the 
Vestris by United States saemboat in- 
spectors, which will be resumed Tues- 
day, the outstanding point of the past 
week was the statement of one offi- 
cial that pumping out ballast tanks, 
making the vessel topheavy with the 
water pouring into her coal bunkers 
might have caused her to turn on her 
side and sink. 


Survivors Try It Again. 


The first suit against Lamport and 
Holt and the Liverpool, Brazil and 
River Platte Steam Navigation Co., 
Ltd., as operators and owners of the 
Vestris, was filed by Orrin S. Stevens, 
Buenos Aires branch manager of the 
First National Bank of Boston, whose 
wife was lost in the disaster. 

Stevens, who asked $50,000 for his 
wife’s death and $2,000 for his lost 
baggage announced also a plan to or- 
ganize. rescued passengers for joint 
action, to protect the legal interests of 
those financially unable to look out 
for themselves. 

Three survivors again were on their 
way to Latin-American ports, having 
sailed on the Voltaire, sister ship to 
the Vestris, yesterday. They sent 
back by raido, through the Associated 
Press, their thanks to New York citi- 
zens for their kindness, Seven others 
voluntarily remained behind to ac- 
cept subpoenaes in Stevens’ suit. 

United States Attorn Charles. H. 
Tuttle, in an address be ofe the Alum- 
ni association, of the College of the 
City of New York said that. although 


the results of the inquiry did not yet | 


justify him in passing judgment on 
the tragedy, the participation of Brit- 
ish and American naval experts made 
the inquiry “a visible symbol of co- 
operation between the American and 
British governments in a spirit of 
good will and with a determination to 
make it thorough.” 

he inquirv has established, he said, 
that there was no panic gn _ the 
stricken ship. “Nearly, without ex- 
ception,” he said, “men and women, 
and even the children, seemed to face 
with fortitude the slow approach of 
the final catastrophe.”

Washington, ‘November 25.—More 
praise for the great army of radio 
amateurs is sung in the annual re- 
port of William D, Terrell, as radio 
chief of the department of commerce. 
Issued almost coincidently, another 
report from the navy department cites 


amateurs for maintaining radio con- 


ltact with the dirigible Los Angeles

ception of the recent navy day mes- 
sages on the short waves. 

To the activity of the “hams,” as 
they are fondly known in radio par- 
lance, Supervisor Terrell attributes 
much of the tremendous interest now 
manifested in the use of short waves. 
He regards as one of the prideful 
achievements of the American delega- 
tion at the international radio-tele 
graph conference in Washington last 
year the fact that the world’s ama- 
teurs will have a defined status in 
international law. 

The result of the radio treaty will 
be to force a “reallocation” of ama- 
teur wave lengths not unlike the re- 
cent broadcast reallocation. Begin- 
ning on January 1, 1929, the “hams’’ 
will be restricted to fewer and nar- 
rower bands of frequencies, but the 
prospect of crowding them out of the 
ether to make way for yoracious busi- 
ness interests is now remote. 

When the amateurs begin readjust- 
ing their short wave apparatus—and 
many have already started experiment- 
ing in the ten-meter band, now gen- 
erally regarded as useless—they will 
have four exclusive and two non-ex- 
clusive bands of channels in which 
they can communicate with each oth- 
er to their heart’s content. Certain 
European countries had to yield to 
the insistence of the American, Cana- 
dian, Italian, Australian and New 
Zealand delegations which me for- 
ward boldly for their amaffurs when 
it seemed they might be ruled off the 
air altogether by the international 
radio lawmakers.
